The 
Democratic national conven- 


tion was called to order at ten o'clock 
this morning by Chairman White 
Before the delegates had assembled j 
Senator Jones stated that he would 
favor dispensing with a formal pre- 
sentation cf names, and proceeding 
to a ballot for vice president. He 
was of the opinion that .Boise, of. 
Iowa, or Sewell, of Maine, would be 
the choice of the convention. 
The 


plan of the Arkansas Senator was. 
not cirried into effect, however, for 
•when ihe convention was called to 
order the chairman announced that 
the first business of the convention 
would be tne presentation of can- 
didates for nomination for vice presi- 
dent. 


The name cf Pennoyer, of Oregon 


was presented by Miller, of that 
state. 
Burke, of California, per- 


*-r formed a similar office for Sewell, of 


Maine. Marston, of Louisiana, pre- 
sented the name of John R. McLean, 
of Ohio. Showater presented the 
name of Joseph 0. Sibley, of Penn- 
sylvania. The name of Lewis, cf 
Washington, was also presented. 


Five ballots were necessary before 


a candidate was selected. 
On the 


fifth ballot, a stampede was made to 
Sewell, of Maine, and he waa de- 
clared the nominee of the convention 
for vice president. The convention 
adjourned sine die at 3:14 p. m.

Uli.*,-.^ the de!e|MU-s when they as- 
sembled here. For the cause they de- 
liberately placed the eastern wing of 
the party on tho altar. Kow, when the 
convention is coldly analyzed, it is seen 
rhat the support of Bland and Boies as 
candidates w-xs never solidly founded. 
It was onlv as the representatives of 


the issue, that they rallied delegates to 
their standards, aud even after many of 
them had attached themselves to the 
fortunes of one or the other of tho can- 
didates, they appeared restless and in an 
instinctive way to be casting about for 
a new Moses. " The far-seeinp, staid and 
seasoned leaders ot the silver men. 
realizing that their new creed would 
alienate thfi eastern Democracy, be- 
lieved in an alliance with the silver Re- 
publicans beyond the Missouri thronprh 
Teller's nomination, but the rank and 
file would h.ive nouw of it.

Bryan of Nebraska, the classic-featured 
orator from the Plains of the Platte. 
swept the convention off its feet and 
was nominated for president on tho 
fifth ballot. Political history furnishes 
no precedent for tho proceedings in tho 
Coliseum, either as a great xpectaenlur 
show or as the remit of the derision of 
a convention of a great political part v. 


Bryan is but «('• years old, yomiger by 


30 years than any man eve- nominated 
for the chief mngntrary of tho Amer- 
ican republic. He came hko a young 
Lochinnr out ot I ho west, which h,t,s 
never before nominated a presidential 
candidate, to woo the bride fo» whoso 
hand the. country'*, greatest chieffains 
had bf wi suitors. His name was haroly 
uOiiUMed in tho preliminary skir- 
mishes. Four rtny« ago, when tho con- 
vention met, ho wiis not, entered in the 
lists. But T'luirsdiiy he m«(U> an im- 


unanimous on tho iicst ballot. Sora* 
have sought to find in the nomination 
of iSSO of Garrieln, who was not a can- 
didate, a parallel with Bryan's nomina- 
tion, bat there is no parallel. Garfield 
was only nomin.ited after one of the 
hardest and most protracted convention 
contests of the century. Grant. Blame, 
Edmunds-. Sherman and \Vashburn wen- 
contesting for the mastery, and alter 
three ballots the rival leaders aud the 
convention turned to Garfield, who had 
t-ierinuVd the dL-losratsst by his match- 
less oratory and commanding presence. 


The support of the other candidates 


in the present case simply melted away 
and Brvun won without a struggle, Ou 
the first ballot Hlnud got ;)H\ Bryan 
105, Boies SO, Matthews 68, McLean 14, 
Patiihon O.'i, Blaedbum !•>!!.

)8(i gold men who refused to vote. They 
delined to participate in Tho nomination 
mi the platform which had been adopt- 
ed. The latter realized that the gold 
men would probably place another 
ticket in the field, and if they did not 
actnely oppose the nominees of thecon- 
tion in'the campaign which was to fol- 
low that they would passively, at least 
give aid and comfort to tho political 
enemy. 
Pennsylvania, alone of tho gold 


states, continued to participate in the 
proceedings. Sho cast her til votes for 
G nuiuor Ptittisoi; to the c::d. Mos* of 
the other gold men who voted agai list 
their instructions were for Pattison, but 
there wore scattering votes for Steven- 
M>n, Hill. Russell aud Campbell. In-the 
second ballot Alabama sought to change 
from Boies to Bl.ind, as Bryan was 
overtaking him with gi.mt strides.

Boies was "the principal 
loser. His vote dwindled to 37, Ou 
the third bailor, Colorado gave up her 
hope of Teilrr, the mention of whoso 
name had been cheeied and hissed by 
tho ipvllorie-, im'l Oregon gave up JVn- 
iioyer.

On the fifth and last ballot Kansas 


went over with Illinois and other states 
came tumbling along in her wake. 
When Ohio was reached Bryan had 44'i 
of the 504 required to make a two-thirds 
majority. Cnainnan White had ruled 
that two-thirds of those voting consti- 
tuted the two-thirds required. The 
Bryan men iu the delegation demanded 
the poll of the vote. The friends of 
McLean saw the end was in sight and 
Mr. McLean himself mounted a chair. 
He withdrew his name as a candidate 
aud cast the 
4t'> votes of Ohio for 


Bryan. This gave him 49'J, 33 less than 
enough. Montana changed her 0 votes 
to Bryan and Oklahoma followed with 
her 0. To the Oklahoma delegation, 
therefore, belongs the honor of nomi- 
nating the '-.andidate for president in 
lS9i» as to that of Arizona belonged the 
honor four j-ears ago. 


Of course the other states then scram- 


bled over each other. Governor Stone 
of Missouri withdrew Bland's name 
and Senator Tnrpio withdrew that of 
tho Hoosier governor, and on his motion 
the nomination was made unanimous. 
There were frequent Bryan demonstra- 
tions throughout tho day. The most 
dramatic occurred at the conclusion of 
th" fourth ballot, when it was appar- 
ent that Bryan would be nominated on 
the next ballot. The colors of the states 
were again rprooted, and the Coliseum 
for 
-JTi minutes shook with the storm of 


cheers, while frenzied men marched 
and wing and hi.-teriral women grew 
frantic. 
After the nomination a sweet-faced, 


modest looking woman sat almost un- 
notioed in one of the chairs to the right 
of the stage, surrounded by a few 
friends. She retained her composure 
amidst all tho excitement, but her face 
jlowed with pleasure as she followed 
the proceedings which made her hus- 
band famous. It was Mrs. Brvan Im- 
mediately after the Humiliation, when 
it became noised about that she was 
there, aud there was a rush to aee aad 
congratulate her, she modestly with- 
draw and sought her husband.

tions in tho pit and with a heavy 
whack of the gavel called the conven- 
tion to order.

righteousness anil peace. 
Chairman 


White then announced that the coiiveu- 
, lion was still on the call for nomina- 
tions. Thereupon Mr. Harrity of Penn- 
I sylvania, chairman of the national com- 
mittee, mounted his chair and placed in 
nomination ex. Governor Robert E. Pat- 
tison. 
This evidence that Pennsyl- 


vania would stand by the platform and 
participate in the nomination drew a 
si-y of delight from the silver men, and 
Pattison's name got a swinging round 
of applause from"the galleries. 


There were no other nominations and 


Chairman White announced that the 
call of states for the nomination of a 
president would proceed. A rustle of 
excitement swept over th- hall suc- 
ceeded by an intensely eager quiet. 
The first test was to be made.

Mississippi's vote for Bryan and Mis- 


souri for Bland were cheered. Missis- 
sinpi's announcement of 10 votes for 
the "Silver Knight of the West," Wil- 
liam J. Bryan, created great enthusi- 
asm. New" Hampshire's reply was that 
Delegate Doyle voted for Pattison, and 
the other seven delegates declined to 
vote, and the intelligence fell on a 
silent house. 
It remained for New Jersey to stir the 


first really sensational passage. Dele- 
gate McDennott from his chair shouted 
in stentorian tones: "The state of New- 
Jersey declines to vote " [Hisses.] The 
gold adherents in the galleries attempt- 
ed to drown tho disapproval with their 
cheers. Irat were unable to do so. 


New York was listened for as the 


crucial point of gold, on whos" action the 
Democracy of the east was depending 
for its keynote. Ex-Governc*- Flower 
made the statement when New York 
was called: "In view of the platform 
adopted by this convention,.and of it* 
actions ana proceedings, I ani instructed 
by the New York delegation to say that 
we will not participate in the selection 
of a candidate for president or vice 
president, and therefore decline to vote." 


Ohio cast -!« votes undei tho cmt rule 


for John R. McLean. Delegate Hold- 
ing of Cleveland challenged the vote 
and the old row in the- Ohio delegation 
which has been the feature of so many 
national conventions was found lurking 
behind the announcumuul. When ths 
roll of the delegates was called old con- 
vention press men marveled to hear 
Allen W. Thunnan. a son of the -'Old 
Roman,'1 cast his vote for McLean, who 
during the life of his father had been 
one oC his bitterest opponents. The call 
showed 40 for McLean, 2 for Bland, 1 
for Bryan and 2 for Pattison. There

Tb* mentwrs <•* the several legations 
arrived at Fn Kan, ex Eaot Flower gata 
of the forbidden city, as JO o'clock on 
Uiar racraiug in xuian chairs, e&ch e*- 
ttjrttd by two Bjouattxl officers of Uie 
ibaperial gaarda. They were there met 
by the members of tbe Tsnng li Yamen, 
who coadccttd tUtan K> tht Shih Ynag 
Kaug, the temclts of the great river god, 
when tb«y were orfered r*a and sweet- 
meats. Aa hoar later they were escorted 
to the Tsn Kuang Ko, or reception hsll, 
& handsome building profusely decorated 
•with gilded coverings and ornamented 
with gay colors. The hall is approached 
fey eight marble steps, which lead to a 
broad marble terrace. Around *h'« ter- 
race ia a balustrade supported by pillars 
Of marble, pure white and beautifully 
engraved. 


The emperor arrived abont the same 


time in his chair, whitli was covered 
onifiide acd in with yellow giifr, the offi- 
cial button on top being gold instead of 
silver and the ends of the bearing poles 
being elaborately carved and capped 
•with gilded dragons. The dean of the 
diplomatic corps, escorted by members 
«f the foreign office, was conducted into 
the hall, tbe sides of the approach to the 
steps, the steps themselves and the ter- 
race being crowded -with etmnchs em- 
ployed in the palaee and civil and mil- 
itary officers •whose rank did not entitle 
them to enter the presence of the em- 
peror. Each member of the diplomatic 
corps was given » separate audience by 
the essrssrer, ^fco »vas seated upon a 
marble throne. As they crossed the 
threshold they bowed, advanced three 
or focr paces and bowed again, then ad- 
•sraaced to a point between the two dragon 
piBara, where a third stop and bow 
•were made There a foreign carpet cov- 
ered the Soor of the platform, -which 
•was about three feet high. 
- 


The embassadcis and ministers stop- 


ped about 12 feet from the emperor, 
•where they made their speeches, which 
•were translated by. an interpreter into 
Chinese. They then advanced and hand- 
ed tetteis of credence to Prince Ching, 
•who- had been standing, on the left of 


emperor. Tiikujg the papery he 


^ d c a tbe steps; approached the table 
in feoa» of the emperor and laid them 
upon it, not kneeling Tintil he had.de- 
3»sited them. The emperor replied io 
tnespeeelses in tho Mantchoo dialect aft- 
•er the diplomatists had jetnrned to their 
places between the dragon pillar^ his 
remarks being translated into Chinese 
by Erince Cflteg, ;sentence by sentence. 
The entfrcsn the hall -was made byi 
vrilkiag backward, with bows at three 
places. 


The sides of the audience hall were 


eesreied wiQi inserintiona and rare 
paintmgs of enormous size. The ceiling 
•was composed of wooden squares* 1 ii 
ieet in size, divided by heavy rafters, 
all gorgeously painted with the dragon 
figures. The supporting columns were 
of red lacquer, covered with figures of 
gold dragons. 
. 


On the right of the emperor stood 


Friace Pa, on his Jef n Prince Sio, and 
seas him. Prince Ching. The room wna 
lined oa either side by two rows of high. 
''fficefa of the Imperial guards and 
chamberlains, many being princes and 
dukes of th& imperial family. No anas 
•were visibte except the swords worn by 
rtte emperor and the princes. The im- 
perial escort, bearing long red lacquered 
jppear^, wish silver poiais and a long 
tiger tasl, could be seen jnst outside 
tfce doors. They presented a picturesque 
appearance. On either side of the em- 
peror was a straight stem six feet high, 
supporting at the top what appeared to 
be painted ^nutations of peacock tails 
spread out, the feathers indicating rank 
in China. 


Lengthy iapcriptions in Alantchoo were 


engraved upon a marble plinth back of 
the throne. Six immense incense bowls 
of old cloisonne, each guarded by an 
immense cloisonne dragon of great 
value were placed arotmd the platform, 
while from the ceiling were suspended 
eight cloisonne lamps made during the 
Toa-Knang dynasty. On the table in 
front of the emperor, which was cov- 
ered with yellow satin, embroidered 
wjth figures of dragons, was placed the 
pipe of his majesty, a piece of carved 
jade and gold, tto handle formed by 
She body and tail of a dragon, its month 
as the tobacco bowl. 


Within the pint walls that surrounded 


the forbidden city are several temples 
and 40 or more palaces aud other build- 
ings which are occupied as residences 
by tbe emperor's immediate attendants 
and officers of the guard. They are all 


differing only in dimensions. Their ex- 
teriors are p«acsd that pecnliar white 
which Europeans bavo never been able 
to imitate and roofed with tiles ci iia 
perial yellow. The Fa Htia, or East 
Flower gate, is reached froiathe Tartar 
city by passing over a marble bridge, 
hiwidsojiifily decorated and bearing sev- 
«ral tablets with inscriptions that be- 
token lonst life, prosperity, happiness 
and ath^r blessings. Immediately before 
die gates are thewcstern gardens, hand- 
ssz^ciy *".:"* zzt in ttwj highest tausta auii 
skill in landscape nnchitectnre, and aur- 
rotmdiug a lake that covers wveral acres.

"The workman begins by stretch- 


ing before hsm the stuff that is to 
be decorated. It is a ecrt of calico, 
g*«tsraUy uf European make, whose 
quality varies with the intended 
price of th« object. He first traoes 
ort the tissue with a light lice tbe 
design of tl)« future ornamentation 
of ihu sarrtoig. This optratiaa con- 
clcded, he proceeds to cover the 
wbola trace wiih a thin layer of 
m tired wax. He employs for this 
purpose an instrument that is spe- 
cially designed for the wort, but 
very simple. It is of copper and 
consists of a little reservoir aboni 
two centimeters (four-fifths of an 
incb) long, from whose bottom pro- 
ceeds a light tube carved at its end. 
Sometimes, to make thicker lines, 
this reservoir has two of these tabes 
placed very close together. Tbe end 
of tbe instrnment -opposite the little 
tubes is fitted with a bamboo handle. 
The boiling wax fills the reservoir 
and issues drop by drop from tbe 
end cf the tube upon the design. 


"The operation, thanks to tbe 


practiced baiid of tbe -workman, is 
carried on with considerable rapid- 
ity. 
A lighted furnace, on which 


are placed a large number of these 
little reservoirs, is placed near the 
worker. He has thus al-ways, with- 
ont loss of time, the necessary quan- 
tity of hot liquid wax. The stuff is 
now covered with wax in certain 
parts, while others remain un- 
touched. Then it is banded over to 
the dyer, wbo puts it in a bath of 
color, red, for example, made with 
raanboukou, a powder extracted 
from tbe bark of the tree Morinda 
eitrifolia, one of the family of the 
rubiaceaj. The dye strikes in' on 
all parts of the fabric that the wax 
has not touched. 
When the whole 


is perfectly dry, tbe wax is easily 
detached after soaking two days in 
cold water. The design that it cov- 
ered appears entirely white, the 
original color of the fabric, while 
the background is red. If tbe white 
decoration is to be relieved by tones 
of indigo bine, it is necessary to 
cover the fabric with wax a second 
time everywhere that the blue is not 
to appear on the design and to sub- 
ject it to another dyeing process. It 
will now be decorated with three 
colors — red, indigo and white. . For 
each -tint to be applied the operation 
must be begun anew in tbe same 
manner, so that tbe process is very 
delicate if tbe lines are fine or the 
colors numerous. It may be imag- 
ined bow long and minute these suc- 
cessive processes are when wa re- 
member the strange and complicated 
decoration of these beautiful fabrics. 
They are always full of fancy and 
very harmonious in tints. That is 
their true merit. "

Frank Harding 
published 37,000 copies of the words 
and inusic of it, and Henry Welimr.n, 
the Park row publisher, who sncurixl 
the right to print the words, sold 40,000 
copies of it 
Kelly probably made more 


money out, of this composition than any 
of his othurs. 


Although Kelly was a skilful humor- 


ist, he did the pathetic ballad nt time, 
and occasionally ho brought tears to tho 
eyes of his listeners. In 1884 ho woto 
a song of tho Milwaukee fire, the song 
being snug throughout t.ho country by 
many of tho best sentimental vooalwts 
on the stage. 


FRANKLIN'S MISHAP. 


B* Fkld <l"> Penalty «T Biuuor, mad li>» 


Honor Veil to JeOfenco. 


When thy tinjta caiuo for the pc*- 


plt» of tho 13 uaii<jd colonies to pro- 
claim to the world that they were 
fr<*j.iud *l:at thoy held themselves 
absolved from all allogianoo to the 
British crown, and that all political 
connection between t.uem and Great 
Britain was totally dissolved, a com- 
mittee of the continental conjjress 
was appointed to draw up a declara- 
tion of independence. The members 
of this committee wore Benjamin 
Franklin of Pennsylvania, John 
Adams of Massachusetts, Roger 
Sherman of Connecticut, Robert R. 
Livingston of 2Jew York and Thom- 
as Jefferson of Virginia. Why was 
it that their colleagues committal 
tho writing of tbe Declaration of In- 
dependence to Thomas Jefferson and 
not to Benjamin Franklin? 
Tbe 


Virginian was not the most promi- 
nent man even of his own section, 
and, althongh bis reputation could 
not fairly be termed local, it was 
but little more, while the name of 
Franklin of Pennsylvania was well 
known throughout the whole civ- 
ilized world. 


Franklin was not only tho fore- 


most citizen of Philadelphia, where 
the congress was sitting; he was 
the most experienced publicist aiid 
the most accomplished man of let- 
ters in all the 13 colonies, and ho 
was especially woll equipped for the 
drawing up of an appeal to Europe, 
as he had hut just returned from 
London, where he had been plead- 
ing the cause of his countrymen 
with indomitable courage and in- 
disputable skill. 
Yet Franklin was 


not .asked to write the Declaration 
of Independence, and, although ho 
and Adams made a few verbal 
amendments, the credit of that great 
state paper belongs to Jefferson. 
And why was it that this responsi- 
bility was placed on Jefferson and 
not on Fr&nklin? 


I think tho explanation lies in tho 


fact that Franklin was a humorist. 
Not only was Franklin's sturdy 
common senso felt to be too plain a 
homespun for wear in tho courts of 
Europe, when the thought needed 
to be attired in all the lofty rbetorio 
that the most fervid enthusiasm 
could produce, but also, I fear me 
greatly, his colleagues were afraid 
that Franklin would huve his joke. 
It would bo a good joke, no doubt — 
probably a, very good joke — but the 
very best of jokes would not l>o in 
keeping •with, the stately occasion. 
They were acute, those leaders of 
tbe continental congress, and they 
knew that every man has the de- 
fecta of his qualities, and that a hu- 
morist is lilrely to bo lacking in rev- 
erence, and the writer of the Decla- 
ration of Independence h;ul .1 thorvm 
which demanded the most reveren- 
tial treatment. 


So it was that Benjamin Franklin 


bad to pay tho penalty of humor in 
the last century just as Abraham 
Lincoln hail to pay it- in this cen- 
tury. Because Lincoln was swift to 
seize upon sin incongruity anil be- 
cause lio sought relief for his abid- 
ing melancholy in playfulness there 
were not a few who refused to hike 


I him seriously. 


Even after his death there were 


houest folk who hold tho shrewdest 
and loftiest of our statesmen to have 
been littlo bettor than a buffoon. 
Of the throe greatest Americans — 
Franklin, Washington and Lincoln 
— two wero humorists, and it is, per- 
haps, his deficiency in humor which 
makes Washington seem moro re- 
mote from us und loss friendly than 
either of the others. — Chicago Trib- 
une.

ENGLISHMEN AND AMERICA. 


Wfco Bkve Been Wmrm frleatOm oi 


This Country. 


The fact is. that the English psblic 


men who have nnderstood America, or; 
who have seemed to care to nndei'stand 
her, have, at least tinnl recently, always 
represented a small minority. During 
tho first century of our national life 
scarcely an Englishman of eminence 
was cteax sighted enough to perceive 
America's real devotion to great ideals. 
Our British kinsmen thought ns a, horde 
of gradgrinds and nothing else, whereas, 
in spite of a seeming absorption in ma- 
terial things, the national life-was grap- 
pling with mighty ethical and political 
ideas, which the selfishness and irre- 
sponsibility of politicians might some- 
times distort, but could never stifle. 
.Leigh Httnt, as Lowell used to remind 
ns, could never think of America with- 
out seeing in imagination a gigantic 
counter stretched all along our seaboard, 
and we bore Kent's ridicule with a 
complacency that was the more cheerful 
because his caliber and weight of metal 
were scarcely great enough to do much 
execution over sea. Carlyle sneered; we 
remembered his dyspepsia and forsave, 
Roskia emptied the vials of his elo- 
qnent contempt upon onr sacrifice to 
America's freedom and integrity; we 
abated no jot or tittle of our veneration 
for his prophet's message, while we 
strove to make jnst allowance for the 
vagaries of the bypenesthetic tempera- 
ment.

None 
of these men was blind to the evident- 
foibles, defects and crudities of th< 
strenuous life of an earnest and viriis; 
people. On the other hand, none invited 
distrust by silly attempts to flatter or 
cajole. But all were quick to recognize 
in American aspiration, achievement, 
and representative character something 
other and better than mere bigness. 
They even ventured now and then to 
speak of these things as great; but the 
words sits better on their- lips than on 
ours.—From "Duty of Englishmen to 
America" in Century.

Care ot the Show Hot's Hair. 


Hogs that have been in moderate or' 


thin condition and afterward fed up 
strongly nearly always shed the old 
coat of hair, but if they should get a 
setback during the time of the slipping 
of the hair the shedding usually stops, 
and thereafter it is hard to get it started 
again. In such cases if patches are left 
nse horse clippers, always working the 
clipper with the lay of the hair, instead 
of against it, if smoothness is desired. 
Oats and new milk given internally 
will greatly aid in making the hair 
smooth and glossy. For external appli- 
cation use first castile oravory soap and 
warm, soft water. Wash and scrub vig- 
orously, rinse off with clear water and 
then apply a vigorous sponging with 
buttermilk. Use a good, stiff, dry brush 
every day and groom him as well as you 
do your horses. If yon desire to use oil 
as a dressing for the show ring, olive 
oil with 10 per cent of alcohol is as 
good as any. Glycerin with the same 
per cent of alcohol is also a good dress- 
ing. If flies are bad, add enough crystal 
carbolic acid to make it taste and smell 
some. The logs and inside of ears should 
be cleared of long hair by the use of 
clippers when the animal is to be 
shown. Such trimming adds much to 
the appearance of the 'animal. With 
Poland-Chinas the ears at edges and on 
top should be trimmed, but with Berk- 
shires the fringed ear is one of the dis- 
tinctive marks of the animal of pure 
blood and hence had better not be re- 
moved.—Exchange.

INVENTORS DON'T PATENT. 


Discoverer* of Epoch Makinc Device* Took 


No P&iiut to Kv«p Them. 


If you look back on the history of hu- 


mun progress, you will find that none 
of the great epoch muking inventions 
lias ever been pate-nted. The man who 
lit the first fire—whether Prometheus 
or the party from whom he stole the. 
idea, did not get a patent for it. Nei- 
ther did the man who made the first 
wheel—in every sense one of the most 
revolutionary inventions in the history 
of man. The same thing may be said of 
the invention of soap, candles, gun- 
powder, umbrellas and the mariner's 
compass, or, to come down to our own 
day, of the steam engine and the elec- 
tric telegraph. 


Patents are mostly concerned with 


small mechanical details and improve- 
ments—it may be in candles or umbrel- 
las or it may be in the application of 
steam and electricity—and by means of 
these patents enormous profits have 
been secured to second rate inventors, 
hut the great ideas and discoveries 
which underlie these details have bec-u 
given to the world gratis. 


There is a general notion that if you 


did not protect inventions by means of 
patents inventors would cease to invent, 
and material progress would come-to a 
standstill. But history does not bear 
this ont iu the least. Men with great 
mechanical gifts do not exercise them 
solely with a view to commercial profit 
any more than astronomers search the 
heavens for new •worlds with an eye to 
registering patents and floating com- 
panies on the results of their discover- 
ies.—London Truth.

A Knife M!annfftcturla£ Town Where th« 


Grinder* Use Urine Stove*. 
' 


Thiers, an old town in the Anvergnr, 


is famous for its steel knife industry. 
The town has retained much of its ro- 
numric mediseval character. Its streets 
are- narrow and crooked, and the manu- 
facture of knives, the principal industry 
of the town, is not carried on in modern 
factories, but in ancient, email build- 
ings aloug the little river Durolie, 
which furnishes the power for the in- 
dustrial township. Curious and unique, 
as everything else in Thiers, is the meth- 
od of work of the people engaged in 
grinding the knives. 


The grinders, men and women, lay 


stretched out on wooden planks, over 
which they sometimes throw sheepskins 
to soften the boards. Head, shoulders 
and arms reach over the end of the 
board, and with their hanils they hold 
unceasingly the rough steel blades npou 
the hig grindstone which revolves be- 
neath them by means of a powerful yet 
simple transmission. It is a very com- 
ical aspect to see these people at work, 
particularly because every one of the 
workmen has a small, long haired dog, 
who serves as a sort of live stove. Dur- 
ing the long winter in the mountains of 
body stretched out ut full length suffers 
much from cold in these ill protected 
mills, and since it is not possible for 
tho workman to warm himself by a 
change of position or by moving his 
limbs this peculiar expedient has been 
udoptorl in Thifirs. Tho <logs are well 
trained to thoir office. One whistle of 
their master cjxlls them up, and a sim- 
ple turn of tho body indicates to them 
where they have to lie down to givo 
iimw warmth to the l«vly nf their >i:ns- 
ter.—Philadelphia Press.

J. C. McCoy of St. Loais js in pos- 


session of a ruiuarknblo clock that 
has an interesting history. It was 
made in 1S11 and hns boon in Mis- 
souri sinuo IblG. The <tged horologe 
•was originally the timepiece of the 
old Territorial bank of St. Louis, 
•which was charrereil in ]8l5, and 
was the first bank \vest of the Mis- 
sissippi river. At the close of that 
institution the clock parsed into the 
possession of tLo Bank of Missouri 
in ISIS. When that establishment 
collapsed in 1622, the clock became 
the properly of tho bank's preaident, 
Colonel T. F. Eiddick. 
After his 


death 111 Ib31 it served ns a timepiece 
for bis son-in-law, tho late C. T. BIJ- 
Ion. From him it "wonttobidbrntbor, 
F. L. Billon. It wis kept by him for 
over 20 years, and his death, some 
months ago, led up to a condition 
which has toroed the family to think 
of selling it.

it has been kept constantly running,
